while he made no promtes regarding 
his presidential recommendation, the 
semstvdists are satisfied that the prince 
‘will not leave the emperor in the dark 


There is an intimation that the emperor 
has already been advised of the action 
of the meeting and has expressed himself 
as unfiavordble to it. Axccoriing to 8 
story which ts toi with much circum- 
stantiality, M. Pobetlonosteff, the prose- 
cutor general of the holy synod, informed 
the emperor that in his opinion atitocracy 
had reached the parting of the ways. 
There was no midde course, He must 
hoki firmly to the old iregime or be pre- 
pared to grant a constitution. 

M. Pobedonsteff is said to have con- 
tented himself with an expression of this 
opinion without tendering any advice. 
Thereupon, the story gves, the emperor 
called a family council at which opinion 
was practically united against yielding an 
ic ta. 

‘The young empress, when asked for her 
view, is sald to have replied briefly: 

“tI do not wish #6 see my son blown 
up.” 

Such stories, however, partake of the 
nature of common gossip in St. Peters- 
burg. and although reputed ito emanate 
from well informed circles, may have 
little foundation. 

Towns May Also Act. 

Prominent members of the municipal 
town councils are arranging a meeting 
of representatives of all the principle 
cities of Russia in order that the munic- 
ipalities may take action in support of 
the representatives of the rural popula- 
tion. Authorization for such a meeting 
will be asked. If refused the meeting 
will be held privately. 

Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky has issued in- 
structions forbidding the arrest of news- 
paper men for articles printed in the 
newspapers. 

The zemstvo memoria! and resolutions 
were presented to the minister of the in- 
terior this afternoon.

Telephone Service Resumed, But 


Street Railways Are Tied Up. 

Buetios Ayres, November 23.—The strike 
movement here still continues, but ow- 
ing to determined efforts of the govern- 
ment, fits effects have been most amel- 
forated. The telephone service was re- 
sumed today, those willing to work being 
given police protection. 

The strikers from the principal electric 
lighting and power plant have been tem- 
porarily supplanted by stokers and en- 
gineers from government vessels, and the 
plants are running without interruption. 

The street railroad service is still par- 
tially suspended. The railroad companies 
are operating as usial, having conceded 
a reduction of hours with the former 
pay, which in most cases has been ac- 
cepted.

Attempt to Show Suicide Was 
Impossible 


Prosecution Yesterday Attempted to 
Show Reasons for Feeling Against 
Young By Show, Girl, and That 
“He Couldn’t Have Fired 
the Fatal Shot, 


New York, November 23.—In the triag 
of Nan Patterson, charged with the 
murder of Caesar Young, the expert tes- 
timony of phy#itfns was offered today 
to show that Young could not have 
killed himseif; two cabmen testified to 
having seen Young abuse Miss Patterson 
early in the morning of June 4, and an- 
other witness, a newsboy, swore that he 
saw J. Morgan Smith, her brother in 
law, strike Miss Patterson in the face 
on the night of June 3, and Smith said 
to her: 

“You will have to do it,” and she had 
answered: 

“I won't."’ 

The trial stil] attracts unusually large 
crowds, and special] details of police are 
required to keep out those who have no 
business in the court room and to main- 
tain order In the building. 


Skeleton Again in Court. 


The skeleton which was brought into 
the yesterday for the use of Coro- 
ner’s ysicilan O’Hadnlon in describing 
the court of the bullet which caused 
Young's death was again brought into 
the court room when the tria] wads re- 
sumed today. 

Mr. Levy in his cross examination led 
De. O'Hanlon Dack over the ground 
covered in his direct testimony yester- 
day. The witness described in detail the 
autopsy which ‘fhe performed on Young's 
body. 

“If you had regarded the case as one 
of homicide, would you have made a 
more careful examination?’ asked Mr. 
Levy. 

“I did not so regard it then as a case 
of homicide.” 

“Did you regard it ag a case of sui- 
cide?” 

“I did,” the witness replied. 

Dr.. O‘Hanlen said that while -per- 
forming the autopsy he found three 
black marks on the second finger of 
Young’s right hand, and he stripped off 
Mpleceg of skin which were turned over 
to the district. attornéy. The witness 
was not permitted to answer a question 
as to whéther 
made by gunpowder. 

Another question as t¢ 
found any indication of gunpowder 
when he examined Nan Patterson's 
hands soon after the shooting also met

At the conclusion of 
O’Hanlon’s examination that part of his

Doubt As to Gunpowder. 

Dr. Ernest A. Lederle, a chemist, who 
examined the two pieces of skin taken 
from Young's finger, sald that he had 
been unable to détermine the cause of 
the black spots. “Without a ‘ chemical 
test I would not venture to say whether 
or not the specks were made by gun- 
powder,”’ sald Dr. Lederle. 

“T only examined them by a miscro- 
ecope.”’ 

Mr. Levy suggested that Dr. O'Hanlon 
be put on the stand to tell the jury 
what made the black marks in the skin. 
Mr. Rand objected to the defense going 
on at this stage of the trial and also to 
calling Dr. O’Hanlon as an expert. 

“I have a man who extracted grains 
of powder from those pieces of skin,” 
said Mr. Levy. 

Justice Davis admonished the attorney 
to be more careful in his remarks and 
directed the jury to disregard the ut- 
|\terances of counsel regarding what it was 
claimed examination of the exhibit of 
others than the witness disclosed. 

John Crowley, a cabman, sald he was 
hailed by two men and a woman about 
4 o'clock on the morning of June 4 while 
his cab was standing at the corner of 
Eighth avenue and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth street.

On the way down town he 
watched the occupant of the cab through 
the trap in the top of the hansom and 
she continued crying all the way down 
to Sixty*first street, where she jeft the 
cab. Crowley said that Young and the 
man who were with him were intoxicated, 
but that Miss Patterson was not. 

Albert Schneider witnessed the scene 
when Miss Patterson was put tn Crow- 
ley’s cab, and he corroborated the tes- 
timony of the previous witness, After 
Crowley drove away, he sald, Young and 
jis companion called him and were driven 
to a hovse on West One hundred and 
fortieth street. He noticed that hoth men 
were under the influence of liquor. 

Smith Slapped Miss Patterson. 

The scene between Nan Patterson and 
her brother in law, J. Morgan Smith, 
which was referred to at length by Mr. 
Rand in his opening argument, was de- 
scribed by Joseph Hewitt, a newsboy. 
The witness said he was standing in 
front of a cafe at Fifty-ninth street and

A negro boy driving a city sanitery cart 
in the ‘back yard of the Fadr street achoo!l 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock was 
terrified to see the mule suddenly sink 
into the @arth and disappear. Thinking 
that some yawning chasm was there to 
receive him as well ag the mule, he 
sprang from the cart, and, running into 
the streets, called for help. 

The mule and cart hail been 
upon ground that looked perfectly smooth 
and solfé, grownd upon which hundreds 
of itttle children had been playing every 
day for several months. That this ap- 
paremtiy soli earth should ~ suddenhy 
open ami recelve into the chasm’a live 
mule wes enough to terrify the boy. 
When a crowd collected in the school 
yard they saw a mule far down tat the 
bottom of a hole nearly 20 feet deep, as 
many feet wide and 30 feat long. 

The mule had deen driven upon a sur- 
face of earth that only a few feet thick. 
Underneath there was a cave which had 
been wasted out by @ leaking sewer pipe, 
i For many months the leakage had slow- 
‘ly undermined the ground until it wanted 
lonly a little extra weight to cause the 
| thin crust to break through. 

Children Were in Danger. 

| Hundreds of little children played upon 
‘this crust of earth every day and in a 
short while some of them would have 
falien into the cave and probably 
seriously ‘njured.

It is 
rather strange how few people know ex- 
actly how a oity government is run. 
‘Now there are some cities in which the 
street sprinkling is done by the city, but 
that tax is paid by the people. As a rule 
at the bottom of the tax slip is found a 
line designating that tax and if the 
street in front of the property ig being 
sprinkled the owner so indicates and an 
addition to the amount of: his tax suffi- 
cient to cover that expense is added, 
It is based upon the idea that those 
whose homes are rendered pleasanter by 
the sprinkler should pay for that pleas- 
ure. In fact it is about the same, at least 
the same results are secured, as obtains 
here.”’ |

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MANY SUFFER SAYS DR HARRIS 


Declares City Government Needs No 
Defense—Gives List of 
Needy Cases. : 

Dr. C. J. Harris, pastor of the Univer- 
Salist church,. declares there are many 
poor and deserving people in Atlanta 
who will go hungry today—Thanksgiving 
day—unless the charitable people in At- 
lanta came to their assistance. 

In an interview he gives the number of 
cases that need immediate attention, and 
Says all funds sent him will be used in 
aiding the people to whom he directs the 
attention of all Atlanta. 

His jpterview follows: 

“With regard to the statements of the 
mayor and city warden of yesterday, I 
have little to say, becuuse 1 feel that 
their figures relate to a&other subject al- 
together. ‘they are reterring to political 
economy; Il am speaking of the principles 
of ethics, 

“A city could no more exist without 
the social institutions therein noted than 
it could without a police force or jail. 
These institutions, like hospitals, orphan- 
ages, homes, overseers of the poor and 
such, are absolutely indispensable to the 
life of a city, and in no instance men- 
tioned can it be termed charity. Every 
city in our country has one, or all, or 
more than therein mentioned, but they 
are public institutions and benefits for 
citizens. 

“As a citizen, if I am injured or sick 
and financially helpless the city owes 
me medical or surgical treatment. If J 
am hungry and can’t work, the city owes 
me bread. If my family és hungry and I 
won't work, the city owes me punishment. 
If I leave helpless littles ones, the city 
must care for them. If my peace is 
disturbed, the city owes me police pro- 
tection. 
due help from the fire company. When 
I draw pay from a health policy, I do not 
call the insurance company charitable. 
It is due me. It is the same with the 
city; if I pay my taxes, I am due help 
when I am helpless and in distress. 

“Our institutions are good, but are good 
for the city as for the poor. Every in- 
stitution helps—helps herself—and an in- 
stitution that purifies the mora] atmos- 
phere, uplifts citizenshig and increases 
character, adds permanency and influence 
to our fair city. 

“I protest positively against such mis- 
‘interpretation of my statements. Edito- 
rials and interviews have implied that 
Atlanta’s charity has been criticised, 
when I have not mentioned it. ‘ 

“Official help ane Christtau chanty 
are as far apart as love is from law; 
duty from pleasure or privilege. I have 
not underestimated the value of revivals 
nor suggested that Atlanta is not benevo- 
lent. I have protested against a spiritual 
feast stopping short a physical blessing. 

“Our city has many needs, the poor 
are about us, but those who are often 
most deserving are unknown, because of 
their disrelish to be public beneficiaries. 

“IT have studied our situation; I have 
presented facts, and I leave it to the 
public of our city to decide the ques- 
.tion.’’ 

Dr. Harris says he has found many 
series conditions among the poor. He 
protests against the.statements that there 
is no suffering here. He says: 

“Some of the oldest and leading mis- 
sion works tell me of the sad conditions 
of many, and after days of careful in- 
vestigation I have found cases that de- 
mand attention. Among Many cases are 
the following: 

“tl. A widow of 70; once has seen bet- 
ter days: never helped by authorities. 
Her daughter, who is not well, tries to 
care for her and work in the mill. A 
little grandson of about seven cares for 
her and even aids in house work. The 
daughter lost so much time caring for 
her mother that her rent got behind. 
Only 50 cents remained from her pay 
and it must go two weeks. A dozen peo- 
ple urged me to help her. She said: ‘This 
ain’t ter be city help, is it? ] don’t want 
that. I guess it’s to be from the good 
people.’ She needs help before the sun 
sets on Thanksgiving day. She needs 
fuel and food. Her suffering is extreme. 
Her daughter, as last resort, tore her 
own flannels - into bandages for her 
mother, as all old ones are continually 
burned, She ought to have $5 a week 
hélp. She is a church member. Two 
churches of hpr faith were notified dj- 
rectly, but no answers came. 

“2? Found a widow; husband died last 


sufferer. She Says she has four chil- 
dren working; one ten years old, gets 
10 cents a day. Next three receive 20, 
35 and 50 cents. Neighbors have been 
kind to her.

He denied a statement 
miade by the witness, J. N. C. Stockton, 
vho had testified a few days ago that 
Stripling had asked that the: war on 
Judge Swayne cease, and that if Stock- 
ton would bring about such a result, he 
(Stripling) was in a position to see that 
Siockton could have what he wanted 
in the way of receiverships. 

“Stockton was never more mistaken 
in his ilfe,” said Stripling. 

Mr. Stripling said that Stockton came 
to hig house but once, and then on 
business of Stockton’s, and remained but 
ea few moments. Stripling started to 
gave an emphatic statement of his opin- 
i¢n of Stockton. This was objected to 
by the prosecution and the objection 
was sustained by the committee. 

Mr. Stripling denied the testimony of 
Jchn Wurtz, taken last spring, relative 
to an alleged offer by the government for 
the employment of Wurtz as counsel in 
errtain election cases in Florida.

vention of the Tennessee River Improve. 
ment Association held at New Decatur, 
Ala. 

Commissioner Brown attended this con- 
vention as one of the delegates from 
Georgia appointed by Governor Terrell. 
Out of forty-three who were appointed, 
Commissioner Brown and R. W. Boone, 
of Marietta, were the only Georgia dele- 
gates present. 

The convenffon adopted a memorial to 
congress urging that body to make avail- 
able immediately an appropriation of 
$575,000 for the purpose of dredging out 
certain shoals in the Tennessee river 
and opening it up to navigation by river 
boats. The memorial goes into al] the 
necessary details, but this is its impor- 
tant features, and it will be backed up by 
the voices of 200 delegates from Alabama, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Mississippi and 
Georgia, all of whom are men of influ- 
ence and prominente in their states. 

The two delegates from Georgia were 
treated with great consideration at this 
convention, being invited to seats on the 
stage, and during the proceedings Com- 


missioner Brown responded to a reqtiest | the recorder 
shoukt be done to stop the hat stealing | 


for an address. He was also a2 member of 
the committee on resolutions by which 
the memorial to congréSs was drawn up. 


Importance of the Work. 


In his address to the convention Com- 
missifoner Brown called attention to the 
{importance of deepening the Tennessee 
river, particularly to Chattanooga and 
the tefritory in this immediate section, 

With the Tennessee river made navi- 
gable, Commissioner Brown said, mer- 
chandise could be loaded at Pittsburg, 
brought down the Ohio river to the Ten- 
nessee and up the Tennessee to Chatta- , 
nooga. The molasses of New Orleans and 
the grain of the west could find 
their way to Chattanooga by water. 
Chattanooga's pig fron could be trans- 
ported by water to Chicago with the 
completion of the Chicago drainage 
canal, and there loaded on trans-Atlantic 
steamers for Europe. 

“In fact,” said Commissioner Brown, 
“Chattanooga would become one of the 
leading ports of what might be termed 
a great inland sea, in reach, as it would 
be, of almost every section of the coun- 
try entirely by water transportation.” 

Commissioner Brown commented on the 
great importance which this would be to 
Atlanta and to Georgia, particularly 
with the Western and Atlantic railroad 
in the hands of the state, or bound by 
contract as it is now, never to discrim- 
inate in any manner against the people 


of Georgia. 


Not a New Subject. 


This is not a new subject with Com- 
missioner Brown. Fifteen years ago, in 
1889, he wrote a strong article bearing 
on these very points, and it was published

If we had been proved six months 
ago with sufficient additional room, etc., 
including fifty bed rooms for two only, 
we could probably Have secured a hun- 
dred more boarding students. We have 
only forty-eight of the rooms of the pre- 
ferred size. Some of these are occupied 
by teachers, and the others are nearly 
always all taken for the ensuing fall be- 
fore school closes, many of them for 
more than a year in advance.

and the spectators, long before the ref- 
€ree stopped the bout, showed their dis- 
approval of the exhibition the men were 
Trouble was averted by the 
in jumping 


in the ring and protecting the fighters 
and in clearing the hall. 


The managers 
both fighters vehemently protested 
against the action of the referee, but 


they :found few sympathizers in the 
crowd. 


Fighters in Box Office. 

Ryan and Root were late in en‘tring 
the ring. After the spectators had been 
kept waiting a half hour Referee Mc- 
Guigan, who has an interest in the club, 
announced that the fighters were count- 
ing the money in the box office. He ex- 
Plained that the house was a slim one, 
and that each man wanted his money 
before entering the ring. Five minutes 
later Ryan and Root appeared. 

The men did nothing more than feint 
for nearly a full minute in the opening 
round, which was followed by a light 
exchange of blows, which left no mark 
on the fighters. The spectators began 
to hiss the men toward the end of the 
round, and as they took their corners a 
storm of disappruva] was hurled at them. 

In the second round not a solid blow 
was struck. The third round was so 
palpably poor that Referee McGuigan 
leaned against the ropes and waved his 
hands in disgust at the fighters’ at- 
tempt to mix it up. After two minutes 
and twenty seconds of the round had 
passed, Root swung on Ryan and the 
latter dropped to the floor to avoid it. 

Turned Back on Men. 


At this action the referee turned his 
back on the men, and the spectators 
became very noisy. Ryan got on one 
knee, and seeing that the referee was 
not telling off the seconds the fighters 
went to their corners. The confusion 
was great. At the expiration of the 
three minutes the bell rang, but instead 
of sitting in their corners the men 
thought it was the beginning of the 
fourth round. The referee let them go. 
He watched them again attempting to 
land blows, which they did without 
damage, and after one minute and thir- 
ty-three seconds had elapsed ‘he jumped 
through the ropes and left the men in 
the ring alone. His action was met 
with approval by the crowd. 

The moment McGuigan left the men 
a half hundred police. under command 
surrounded the rine. Sud- 
denly a soda water bottle which had been 
thrown from the gallery dropped in the 
middle of the ring. Then a score of 
Policemen climbed through the ropes and 
waved their hands to calm down. When 
the police had a semblance of control 
Ryan and Root were jed to their dressing 
rooms under heavy escort.

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PRESIDENT DICKEY MAKES 
REPORT ON EMORY COLLEGE 


ARIDTTA, GA., November 23.— 
M (Special.)—The report of President 

James E. Dickey regarding the 
operation of Bmory college during its 
sixty-fifth years is as follows: 

To the Members of the North Georgia, 
South Georgia and Florida Conferences. 
—Dear Brethren: The eixty-fifth session 
of Bmory college choseed June 14, 1904. 
The attendance showed some imcrease 
over ‘that of the preceding year, the to- 
tall number being 258. The attendance 
of the present fall term tg considerably 
in excess of that of last year. The 
great majority of the students gave ear- 
nest attention to their work and fTfe- 
cetved proportionate benefit for their ta- 
bor. The work of the faculty wags equal 
to the best in owr colleges. 

The moral tone of the etudent body, 
generally speaking, was good. Active 
work in the spiritual interest of ‘the pu- 
Pils wag constantly belng wrought by 
consecrated young men in the college, 
members of the faculty and by our be- 
loved pastor, Brother Dnval. The axd- 
ministration feels keenly the responsi- 
bility which devolves upon a Christian 
college, and eanestly solicits the prayers 
of the church for this part of our Zion. 

The report of the chairman of the 
finamce committee, A. G. Candler, was 
gratifying to the board of trustees. His 
report showed an increase of several] 
thousand dollars in the available assets 
of the endowment. 

The plans projected last year with a 
view of improving the college plant, en- 
riching the curriculum tnd enlarging the 
corps of teachens were all comsummated. 
The president of the college asked per- 
mission to raise and expend $10,000 on 
the equipment of the scientific depart- 
ments. This permission being granted by 
the board, he expended $12,000, all of 
whiah has been raised but about $2,500. 
He hopes to have this amount provided 
for by commencement. The departments 
of ecience, together with the recent 
equipment, hes added mich to the effi- 
ciency of the institution. 

I am pleased to announce that the 
third serieS of the Quillian lectures will 
be delivered by Dr. James M. Buckley 
at the college church during the month 
of Apr, 1905. Dr. Buckley will spend 
a week in Oxford and wil! fill our pul- 
pit on the Sabbath of his visit. The fac- 
ulty extends a most cordial welcome to 
our pastors to attend there lectures. The 
&''Dject, 


nounced later. In thig connection it is 
gratifyieg to inform you that the sale 
of the second series, subject, “The Per- 
sonality of the Holy Spirit,’’ has war- 
ranted the publication of a second edi- 


tion. 
While the college authorities continue 


amd the exact date of the de- | 
very of the said lectures will be an- | 


to withstand the unthinking clamor for 
intercollegiate games, believing that such 
indulgence is demoralizing to the student 
body and subversive of the best intel- 
lectual development, we believe that the 
student’s mind and soul should be housed 
in a sound body. To this end the law 
of the college requires all students who 
are not physically disqualified to take 
regular exercise in the gymnasium. This 
department of the college work has 
proved to be of great benefit to the health 
of our pupils. The quarters used by our 
athletic department are entirely inade- 
quate for our needs. We are now con- 
sidering the erection of a building to 
cost about $12,000, which will be heatea 
by steam, furnished with hot and cold 
baths, and supplying ample space for 
dressing room and athletic drill. This 
building will minister at once to the 
comfort, health and pleasure of the stu- 
dent body beyond any investment that 
can be made by the friends of the col- 
lege. I have already secured about $l,- 
000 of the required amount. Within the 
last few weeks I mailed a letter to each 
of our pagtors in Georgia, soliciting their 
cooperation in this matter. If the breth- 
ren will respond to this appeal, ana 
some of them have, within the next few 
months: this much needed structure will 
grace our campus. 

As stated in my last report to you, the 
endowment of the college shows a grad- 
ual growth. All of our denominational 
schools are threatened with the constant 
peril of losing some of their best teach- 
ers through the inadequacy of our re- 
sources and the ability of competing in- 
stitutions to pay larger salaries. As 
an illustration of this point. two of the 
professors at Emory were offered $500 
per annum each more than they receive 
for teaching with us. These offers, how- 
ever, will not deprive the college of the 
benefit of their service. How socn we 
may lose them, or others, we do not 
know. I hope, and confidently believe, 
that the day is not distant when Emory 
college will be amply provided against 
such gquntingencies. 

Thanking you, brethren, for your uni- 
form courtesy and helpfulness as I have 
gone among you in the interest of the 
lease and assuring you of my grate- 
|ful appreciation of whatever you may

I think .that impression was 
caused by the famous cartoon of the em- 
peror of Germany. 

“If there is one thing more than ane 
other that the Japanese wish to do it is 
to stop the impression in the western 
countries that there can ever be a ‘yel- 
low peril.’ 

“After coming back from my travels 
on the continent ten years ago I resolv- 
ed that I would rather place a land un- 
der the control of the unspeakable Turk 


over it.

| cerned, I will not say anything, except 
that Japan is in the right.”
